Consequently it is ny 
opinion that the Legislature contemplated & dwelling-house existing 
within one hundred feet of & public sewer and in no way anticipated 


‘requiring sewer connections if the dwelling-house was situated more — 
than one hundred feet from the sewer. | a | ‘
